$700. 
To lay it out m eant filling in 
the marsh where the road crossed 
it 
and 
cutting 
down 
the hill. 
The new highway, they ar­ 
gued, would serve much travel, as the 
only way to cross the creek and marsh 
is now by way of Hanover or Afton 
which is five or six miles out of the 
way. 
The new scheme looked favora­ 
ble, and many people signed the pe­ 
tition. 
Public M eeting Called. 
“ Then, however, some of the peo­ 
ple began to think the thing over. 
M utterings 
of dissatisfaction were 
heard and the complaints finally cul­ 
m inated in the calling of a meeting of 
th e tax payers to talk thereupon. The 
result of this conference waB the side­ 
tracking of the enterprise, and many 
peoMe who had signed the petition 
then withdrew their names from the 
list. 
T hat is the way it stands now 
and considerable feeling 
has been 
worked up. 
The road would be about 
a mile long, and would mean the fill­

A sister of this girl contracted the 
disease, was taken to 
her fath er’s

ROUTED. 


P in gw ill was a nuisance. He married 
a respectable young yeoman of mature 
years and lives on her sufficiency, and 
he goes about pretending to be a literary 
character on the strength of an edition 
of a classic, an exam ination success at 
some university place or other, and oc­ 
casional reviewing. 
He likes to talk 
about bobks and is offensively fam iliar 
w ith all the m asterpieces and most of 
the rest of English literature. 
He con­ 
siders gabble about books intellectual 
conversation. 
Ho regards a quiet man 
sm oking in a chair as fair gam e for his 
scraps of quotation— which he is as 
eager to void as ho is greedy to acquire 
— and he cannot understand that people 
w ho w rite books never read them and 
are fu ll of bitter memories of their own 
adventures in authorship. 
Ho wears a 
pince nez, and Mrs. P ingw ill, when 
present, echoes a ll his quavering severi­ 
ties w ith the explanation that “ George 
is so satirical.” 
He is ex .jperatingly 
reliable in the matter of names and 
dates, and at first, perhaps, w e made 
the m istake o f encouraging Pingw ill. 
Heydinger was tho chief encourager 
of Pingw ill. 
Ho is a humorist, a kind 
of person who sees jokes in things that 
rouse the passions of ordinary people, 
and ho found ail unaccountable pleasure 
in developing one particular aspect of 
the P in gw ill constitution. 
No retired 
pork butcher’s lady, no w ife of a village 
rector who has married beneath him, 
could be more punctilious of her in 
tirnacy than P in gw ill ainoiig v * 
his au­ 
thors. 
And P ingw ill was just as in ­ 
tensely sensitive to the breath of scan­ 
dal, which in matters literary is called 
criticism . No ono could be thicker with 
a really chic author; no one readier to 
“ cut” the writer who fell under tho 
shadow of adverse comment. 
Ho was, in fact, a literary snob—a by 
no means rare variety— and he had an 
alm ost passionate dread of admiring the 
wrong man. 
He took reviews in the 
weeklies quite seriously. 
Naturally he 
had nothing but serene contempt for 
Dickens and Jerome and Mark Twain, 
and “ people of that stam p.” And Hey- 
dingcr never tired of drawing him out 
upon Kipling. In a careless moment he 
had informed us that K ipling’s style 
w as rough and unfinished— it seems he 
tried for once to form a judgment for 
him self and had happened upon really 
quite vulgar and coarse expressions. A ft­ 
er he had learned better from a review, 
the mero name filled him w ith uncom­ 
fortable memories. 
It was as if the 
rector’s w ife had cut the duchess by 
mistake. 
H orrible! Then he was pri­ 
vately in great trouble about Besant and 
H all Caine. “ Ought I to know’ them?” 
was tho attitude. 
The oracles differed. 
H e was deliciously guarded upon these 
authors under H eydinger’s most search­ 
ing questions, but his face flushed gu ilt­ 
ily. 
Le Gallienne, Zangwill, and most 
of the younger men, who have warm 
friends and animated critics, bothered 
him more or less, and he had a horrible 
dread, I know’, that Ruskin, W’hom he 
had comm itted him self to admire, was 
not quito all that ho should be. “ One 
has to be so very particular, ” w’as Pm g- 
w ill’s attitude. 
However, after aw hile we tired of 
this creature’s odd w ay w ith books, and 
his proximity then became, as I say, a 
nuisance. But Heydinger,who had form­ 
ed an adequate conception of his char­ 
acter, suggested the remedy, and togeth­ 
er we routed him. Both Heydinger and 
I had got through a m orning’s wTork, 
and in he came, fresh and freshly prim­ 
ed. 
He dropped into a chair and em it­ 
ted some indifferent remarks. 
“ I have heard,” he said, “ that these 
delicious child sketches of Kenneth Gra­ 
ham ’s are out ilia book by them selves.” 
‘ ‘Read ’em r” said Heydinger brutally. 
“ No— hardly—y et,” said P ingw iil, 
“ but they’re good, aren't they?” 
“ V ery,” said I, “ but that’s no reason 
vrhy you should go about calling them 
delicious before you have read them. ”
